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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance is the claim limitation illuminating a flash unit during closing of the variable 
aperture at a predetermined restricted second aperture size corresponding to the close up 
operational mode or for an exposure control system that uses a fill flash function to capture 
images at less than the nominal focus distance. The prior art discloses enabling the flash unit 
when the camera is set in close up mode of operation, however the enabled flash mode is not a 
fill flash function. A fill flash function is one that obtains a satisfactory exposure for both a 
portion of the photograph that is properly exposed by ambient light and a portion of the exposure 
that requires further flash illumination to obtain proper exposure.
